few small portions of French trenches 
on the east of Le Mort Homme, the 
German commanders rested their in- 
fantry here; but in the region of 
Douaumont-Vaux, northeast of Ver- 
dun, threw their men in large numbers 
against the French trenches. Here 
again they met with success, but only 
for a short period of time, for the 
French in a counter-attack drove the 
invaders from advanced sections of 
trenches they had captured and in 
the operations took about 100 Ger- 
man prisoners. While the Douau- 
mont-Vaux attack was in progress, the 
Germans had not overlooked the line 
between Le Mort Homme and 
Cumieres, and covered the entire re- 
gion with an intense artillery fire, 
probably preparing for another attack 
by infantry. Along the remainder of 
the front in France and Belgium 
there were only artillery bombard- 
ments. In one of these—north of the 
Aisne—the French guns caused seri- 
ous losses to a strong German column 
on the march.

ONDON, April 11.—In the death 
. grapple at Verdun, now in its 

decisive stage, Paris admits to- 
night that the Germans have gained 
a hold on Le Mort Homme. Thus 
they have secured a grip on the cita- 
del of the French second line west 
of the Meuse. 

It is the first substantial result of 
Cighty hours of fierce battle. There 
are, of course, the 300 yards of 
trenches taken on Hill No. 295, but 
compared in strategic significance 
these do not count. Having grasped 
it, though worn and exhausted, the 
Germans have turned again to the 
east side of the Meuse. Between 
Dovaumont and Vaux this afternoon 
they launched a fresh assault. On 
the west bank of the river there were 
no infantry actions. 

GERMAN OBJECTIVE. 
As in all, the fighting since; 
Sunday, Le Mort Homme was the 
German objective. The attacks be- 
tween Avocourt and Bethincourt were 
abandoned in favor ot a concentrated 
assault from the direction of Cumi- 
eres. This began at -nightfali last 
night and in it he Germans employed 
every death- ing device at their 
command. 4 ; 

Flaming liquids, 
Germans have been experimenting in 
smaller local attacks before last 
night, were used with typical Teuton 
prodigality. At Le Mort Homme and 
again between Douaumont and Vaux 
they were tried on an extensive scale. 


FRENCH REPARED. 
ut for this exigency as for others 


Gen. Petain had prepared. To the 
regiments holding the advanced lines 
under the withering German fire, 
heavy clay shields had been supplied. 
These were for fire attacks as the 
cloth masks were for gas. Against 
them, as on the asbestos curtain, the 
liquids, shooting frequently from a 
distance of thirty feet, played harm- 

Working from the cover of the 
Boise des Corbeaux, the Germans 
were able to force their way up the 
scarred and shattered slopes of Le 
Mort Homme. Under the green glare 
of the illuminating rockets, which 
hung poised over the battlefield, the 
advancing ranks took on a phos- 
phorescent gleam, as in a ghostly 
charge. The French curtain of fire 
failed to check their progress, and 
they gained a footing in trenches on 
the east side of the hill. 

TO EXTEND THE GAIN. 

Today attempts were made to ex- 
tend this gain so as to reach the 
crest of Le Mort Homme, but Paris 
reports its complete repulse. The Ger- 
mans did succeed, however, in pene- 
trating the trenches between Douau- 
mont and Vaüx. which they had 
sought to capture last night. But they 
were promptly driven out, Paris as- 
serts, in a counter-attack. 

From Berlin come reports of the 
repulse of several French counter-at- 


tacks yesterday which Paris did not 


mention. Thus, in the efforts to re- 
capture the positions south of the 
Forges Brook, between Haucourt and 
Bethincourt, the Germans claim the 
capture of thirty-six officers and 1231 
men, together with several cannon. 
Counter-attacks near Chattancourt 
and at the Cote du Poivre east of 
the Meuse, Berlin also says failed.

The oft-repeated German claims 
that their losses were slight is dis- 
missed here as little more than 
ridiculous. Due credit is given for the 
unusual caution with which the Ger- 
mans, after the first onslaught, have 
directed the attack. But for human 
flesh and blood, in numbers however 


}slight, to stand against the thousands 


of guns that Gen. Petain had massed 
on his narrow front, is pronounced 
im possible. 
Had the German artillery been able 
to silence the French guns, which 
would have been necessary for troops 
to advance without loss, the French 
positions would easily have been cap- 
tured. But the results yesterday and 
today show how distant the Germans 
have been from any such conclusion. 
Confidence continues to be ex- 
pressed in Paris as to the eventual 
outcome. The fighting of the past two 
days has shown conclusively the 
strength of the French second line. 
Despite the most tremendous exertions 
of the Germans it remains unshaken. 
There still remains the third line, the 
permanent fortifications of the fort- 
ress. But as it appears to French ob- 
servers these will not even be brought 
to feel the brunt of a German as- 
sault. As far as Paris is concerned 


the battle of Verdun is looked upon 


as having now been decided. It is 
a second Marne for the Germans. 


RUMANIA AGREES 
‘TO GERMAN, EXPORTS.

BERLIN (via Sayville) April 11— 
The German Secretary for Foreign

Dr. U. J. Wile, professor of der- 
matology in the University of Mich-

from each hole a quantity of living 
brain substance with which he inocu- 
lated a rabbit. When the rabbit be- 
came infected Dr. Wile said that the 
presence of the spirochaeta pallida in 
the brains of lunatics had been es- 
tablished and the cause of paresis de- 
termined. 

Laymen were less impressed by this 
discovery than that “vivisection” had 
been practiced on human beings in a 


State Hospital, probably without their 
knowledge. 

The result is that Dr. Wile is being 
attacked in a broadcast distribution of 
circulars and his colleagues are rally-

It is 
shown that the Sullivan forces have 
wrested from their opponents the 
highly important county committee, 
which piece of party machinery was 
about all that was left to the Dunne- 
Harrison crowd. Sullivanites cap- 
tured twenty-eight out of thirty-five 
wards, thereby putting a serious 
crimp in the prestige and political 
standing of Gov. Dunne and Congress- 
man Sabath and dealing a hard blow 
to the attempt of Carter Harrison to 
“come back” as a party leader. Con- 
gressman Sabath said tonight: “From 
early returns it seems we have lost 
control of the county committee. The 
Sullivan Democrats had more money 
and were able to make a better cam- 
paign.” 

In Chicago and Cook county, the 
newspapers conducted an 
bitter fight against Mayor Thompson 
and anything bearing his brand. The 
returns indicate the voters did not 
become enthusiastic over this war- 
fare. Mayor Thompson, discussing 
the results at midnight, said: “It is 
the greatest victory in the history 
local politics. We have won in fif- 
teen wards and have lost perhaps 
eight or nine. The rest are doubtful. 
It proves that the people will not 
permit their faith in men who stand 
for good government to be shaken.” 

Of the doubtful wards the Mayor. 
only needs three to control the party 
machinery, and it appears that the 
final returns will swing these and per- 
haps more to his side. 
Former Gov. Charles 8. Deneen, 
one of the strongest Republicans op- 
posing the Mayor, lost his own ward 
in the fight. Tonight he said: “I 
have lost my ward, the thirty-first, 
by 600. Further than admitting de- 
feat I have nothing to say at this 
time.” 

An indication of how the voters will 
line up in the national election is 
shown by the returns from practically 
half the precincts in Chicago, which 
give the regular Republicans 32,670;

The messages received stated that 
the report that Villa was dead was 
current throughout Squthern Chihua- 
hua and Northern Durango, and while 
it was still far from con it was 


received within the next two days. 

There are only two possibilities 
which are aecepted here as true in the 
present situation: Either Francisco 
Villa is dead and his pursuit is auto- 
matically ended, or he is far to the 
south in Central Durango. If the lat- 
ter is true army officers say that the 
entire plan of campaign of Gen. 
Pershing must be reo or 
abandoned. One officer, who has had 
an active part in the direction of the 
plans of the expeditionary force, 
summed up the situation in this way: 

“Tf Villa is dead there is no more to 
be said, except to issue an order for 
our soldiers to come back to the 
United States as speedily as possible. 
If he is not dead there is very little 
reason to doubt that he is by 
this time well into * State of 
Durango. 

“It is simply ridiculous to suppose 
that our troops can p on going 
south indefinitely with no railroads 
back of them. Either they will have 
to halt or arrange for the dispatch of 
another expedition from some point 
on the border, which will enable them 
to cut in behind Villa. I am not a 
prophet, but the most casual ob- 
server should see that the existing 
conditions are impossible of con- 
tinuance.” 

The report of Villa’s death was ac- 
cepted as highly probable by Gen. 
Bertani, the Carranza commander at 
Casas Grandes, who is now in Juarez. 

“There is only one doctor in the 
country where Villa now is,” said 
Gen. Bertani, “and if blood poisoning 
has set in in Villa’s wounded leg, as 
my information has it, this doctor 
can do nothing, even if he has a 
chance. Witnesses who saw Villa told 
me his leg was shattered by a fall 
from his horse, following his being 
wounded by a bullet. They said the 
leg was in bad shape, swollen and 
gangrenous.” 

Gen. Bertan! said that Villa had 
not more than fifty men with him. 
The Villista band which his troops 
encountered in the Madera section 
yesterday consisted of twenty-three 
members of whom fourteen were 
taken prisoners. The survivors, car- 
rying their wounded, escaped into the 
hilis. 

“Villa’s forces consist now of only 
a few handsful,” commented r- 
tani, “who will have to be hunted 
Gown like ordinary escaped crimi- 
nals.”

Four Democrats, Senators Brous- 
gard, Ransdell, Newlands and Lane, 
joined the Republicans in voting 
against the sugar substitute. They 
favor the flat repeal passed by the 
House. A sharp controversy in con- 
ference between the two houses is 
predicted. Anticipating that the 
House would insist upon its resolu- 
tion, Senators Simmons, Stone and 
Lodge were named as the Senate con- 
ferees. 

Unless a conference agreement ts 
reached and approved before May 1, 
sugar will go on the free list until 
such time as the repeal or extension 
of the duty can be made effective. 

TARIFF DISCUSSION. 

Most of the tariff discussion today 
did not touch upon the sugar issue 
which had been talked out yesterday, 
but was devoted to an amendment 
by Senator Works of California, to 
increase on lemons and 
other citrus fruits. This was defeated 
by a vote of 44 to 29, Phe- 
lan of California the only 
Democrat to support it. | 

Senator Phelan declared seven 
counties in California comprised the 
whole lemon producing region in the 
United States and that the reduction 
of the duty on lemons had caused a 


loss of $800,000 in revenue. He in- 


sisted that lemons were a luxury, not 
a necessity. 

Senator Vardaman opposed the 
Works’s amendment and said, while 
he would vote for the Senate substi- 
tute on the sugar resolution, he would 
not give his assent to the House meas- 
ure.

Senator Underwood defined the 
competitive tariff as a tax allowing 
reasonable competition and raising a 
Teasonable amount of revenue. “I be- 
lieve it is wrong to tax a dollar out 
of the pockets of one citizen into the 
pockets of another,“ he said. “Our 
tariff has succeeded in producing 
revenue and in reducing the tariff 
wall. If there have been mistakes 
made on some points, they have been 
mistakes of the head, and not of the 
heart.“ 

Senator Weeks attacked the Demo- 
cratic tariff, declaring it was not a 
good revenue producer. He argued 
at length against the contention that 
was responsible

SUES SPRECKELS 
FOR ALIENATION. 


Harold Eckmann says Clubman 
Enticed Wife from Him. 


Hundred Thousand Damages 
Asked by Plaintiff. 


48Y DIRECT DISPATCH. } 
SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THD TIMES, April 11.— Jack“ 
Spreckels, society man, clubman and 
millionaire sport enthusiast, will be 
served tomorrow morning with pa- 


pers in an alienation suit for $100,000 
damages, which was filed in the Su- 
perior Court today by Harold N. Eck- 
mann, the 22-year-old moving picture 
theater usher who married the sister 
of the present Mrs. Jack Spreckels, 
but who now says that he lost his 
wife's love and affection through the 
“arts and contrivances’ of Spreckels. 
Mrs. Eckmann was Miss Christelle 
Olive Wirt, a younger sister of the 
former Sidi Wirt, who is now Mra 
Jack Spreckels. The young couple 
eloped to Victoria from Seattle in 
March of 1914. Later they came to 
this city, where Spreckels and his sec- 
ond wife were living. It was the move 
to this city which ended the marital 
happiness of the young elopers, both 
of whom were under age when they 
married. 


WIDE SOCIAL CHASM. 

On their arrival here, Eckmann se- 
cured a job as usher in the Imperial 
But there was a wide social 
chasm between the wife of an usher 
and the sister of Mra. Jack Spreckels. 
Mrs. Eckmann decided the two posi- 
tions were incompatible,. so she 
moved to the Spreckels’ home and filed 
suit for annulment against Eckmann. 

But Eckmann, despite his youth and 
the influence of the Spreckels’ money, 
was not to be so easily shaken. He 
retained his job as usher and also re- 
tained an attorney. About this time 
the Supreme Court ruled that when a 
couple had gone through a marriage 
ceremony and had actually lived to- 
gether the marriage cannot be an- 
mulled merely because they were un- 
der the legal age at the time. So the 
annulment suit never came to trial, 
and finally was dismissed by Superior 
Judge Munt last November. 

SPRECKELS 

So Eckmann retained his wife in 
name, but in the suit filed today he 
declares that he has forever lost the 
love, affection, society and comrade- 
ship; and what is of vaster more in- 
terest to society, blames Jack“ 
Spreckels for the loss. Also, he 
evinces a determination to make 
Spreckels pay handsomely. 

The complaint alleges that Spreckels 
has, “by his arts and contrivances, 
wrongfully and maliciously alienated 
the affections of his said wife from 
the plaintiff, and has with wanton dis- 
regard of the plaintiff's feelings, en- 
ticed sald wife to separate herself 
from plaintiff.” 

The Eckmanns separated Septem- 
ber 10, 1914. Since then Mrs. Eck- 
mann has been with her sister, Mrs. 
Spreckels. The young husband lost 
his job in the theater, and later took 
a job clerking in a cigar store. He is 
now "memployed, according to his at- 
torneys.

Dr. A. D. Melvin, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, and Dr. E. 
C. Shroeder, another expert of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, urged such 
an investigation to determine whether 


Federal inspection legislation is neces- 
sary. Dr. Shroeder declared that chil- 


through using the milk of infected 
cows, and that probably 300 of them 
died annually in New York City from 
that cause. He estimated that 10 per 
cent. of the dairy cattle in the 
United States were tubercular. 
Opposing the proposal, Dr. G. L. 
Mackay, secretary of the American 
Association of Creamery Butter Manu- 
facturers, said he represented men 
making one-fourth of the butter used 
in the United States and that their 
products were as pure as any in the 
world. He filed several letters from 
various State officials opposing the 
resolution. 
Dr. William Cressy, secretary of the 
National Dairy Union, declared his 
organization was not opposed to an 
inquiry if it were made comprehensive,

miles south of the border, unless more 
men for the extension of the line of 
communication are provided. 

In the absence of any official news 
indicating . Villa’s death the routine 
work incidental to the conduct of the 
punitive expedition in Mexico was con- 
tinued at departmental headquarters. 

Although headquarters officials had 


not abandoned their hope that Car-

There are only about 4000 others 
available, it is said, but if it is decided 
to reinforce Gen. Pershing’s army it 
is believed probable that Gen. Funs- 
ton will ask for militia organizations 
to replace those he will send across 
the border.

no Americans. An argument 
against doing this was that such ves- 
sels flags of sovereign na- 
tions able to speak for themselves, 
but the preponderating view was that 
they should be included both on the.

the broad ground of humanity. 

Col. E. M. House, the President's 
close adviser, came to the White 
House today for the fourth time since 
he returned from Europe as the emis- 
sary of thé President to investigate 
the submarine and other foreign 
questions.

AWAIT GERMAN NOTE. 


It is understood that the United 
States still has much evidence to 
gather before a decisive step is taken. 
While the general tenor of the Ger- 
man note has been anticipated by ad- 
vices from Ambassador Gerard, offi- 
Clals realize that its text may have 
an important bearing on the Ameri- 
can policy. The note is understood 
to refer not only to the Sussex, the 
most important of recent cases, but

dale. 

The Cabinet remained in session 
more than two hours and practically 
the entire time was devoted to a dis- 
cussion of the submarine issue.

ILLISTAS SACK 
SANTA ROSALIA. 


Village of Santa Rosalia, about sixty- 
five miles northeast of Parral, was at- 
tacked and sacked by about 100 Villis- 
tas two days ago, according to reports 
received by Gen. Pershing and 
brought here today by aeroplane by 
Lieuts.

The arrival of the fliers resumed 
the army aero-dispatch line, which 
had been interrupted for, about ten 
days by the demand for the air scouts 
at the front. 
Word was received at military 
headquarters here today that Lieut.- 
Col. Rivers, who has been dangerous- 
ly il] at Casas Grandes with pneu- 
monia, is on the road to recovery. 
PLANE FIRED UPON, 
Lieut. Dargue, who with Capt. 
Foulois of the aero corps, made the 
flight to Chihuahua City several days 
ago, carrying dispatches, said that in 
making the landing in the town his 
plane was fired upon by the Carranza 
garrison, puncturing it and endanger- 
ing his life. The shooting was done, 
he said, before the soldiers realized 
his identity, and as soon as the mili- 
tary authorities learned of the arrival 
of the American aviators they sent a 
special guard to watch their ma- 
chines. Before the arrival of the 
guard, however, he sajd, both he and 
Capt. Foulois were annoyed by 
crowds of small boys, who threw 
rocks at the machines and hooted 
the pilots, calling them “ a 
The aviator explained that this 
spirit was not manifested by any but 
the lowest classes, and that afterward 
they were shown every courtesy, the 
Carranzista chief of staff inviting 
them to his home and purchasing 
candies and tobacco for them to carry 
back to the American troops. The lo- 
cal daily papers, copies of which were 
brought here today, also spoke favor- 
ably of the expedition and urged the 
people of the city ~ every hos- 


pitality to the aviator 
scouts. ; 
Natives in Cusihuirichic, who are

They said that they know 
that Villa was suffering from blood 
poisoning several days ago and that 
he refused medical attention.

TO BREAK INTO SMALL BANDS. 


The American force is attempting 
to break up and annihilate every one 
of the small bands into which the 
bandit command has broken, accord- 
ing to the aviators. The small bands 
have constantly harassed the Ameri- 
can columns, sniping now and then, 
but without avail. 

“We are right on the heels of 
Villa’s rear-guard, that of the band 
in which the leader himself was re- 
ported to be traveling, and reports of 
a clash were expected momentarily at 
headquarters,” one of the aviators 
said 


“However, this rear guard, consist- 
ing of about 400 men, is about one 
days march behind the Vanguard, 
consisting of 100 of the ‘golden ones,’ 
Villa’s picked bodyguard. 
“The Mayor of Guerrero, a Mexican 
who is very friendly to the American 
troops, told me yesterday that a small 
band, numbering about 100 men, was 
etili lurking in the vicinity of the 
town and since we have a force op- 
erating in that neighborhood, I antict- 
pate also that those two forces “will 
clash either today or tomorrow. 
“Reports in San Antonio when we 
left indicated that Mexicans expected 
soon to encounter the command of 
Pablo Lopez, one of Villa's chief lieu- 
tenants. Lopez, who was wounded at 
Guerrero, was hiding at the home of 
his parents at Bustillos, about fifty 
miles west of Chihuahua City, when 
reports of his whereabouts reached 
the American commander. Almost 
simultaneously, however, Lopez took 
the field, again fleeing southward.” 
The aviators pointed out that 
American military men believe that 
Villa, if alive, is attempting to 
strengthen the morale of his men by 
reuniting his troops.

Long Beach, 
TROUBLE FOR BONDS. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE } 

LONG BEACH, April 11.—Although 
bond experts today reported to the 
City Commission that the city cannot 
legally issue bonds for harbor im- 
provement because the municipality 
does not own all the harbor, officials: 
here and civic bodies are determined 
to try the issue out in court. 

Another solution of the bonding 
problem was offered today. It was 
suggested that the city vote its pro- 
posed bonds for the purpose of ac- 
auiring harbor frontage, and binding 
the leading harbor land company to 
spend the money for dredging and 
other work, the city to get frontage 
near the municipal docks for the 
money. The matter was taken under 
advisement by the Commissioners. 

PIONEERS TAKEN. 

Two pioneers of Long Beach, Col. 
William Nelson and Edward B. Cush- 
man, have passed away. Both were 
prominently identified with the early 
history of this city. Col. Nelson died 
early this morning and Mr. Cushman 
last evening. 

The latter was one of the first real 
estate men to operate here. He died 
after being seized with heart failure 
in Pacific Park. He came here thirty 
yars ago from Massachusetts. One of 
his ancestors was Robert Cushman, 
secretary of the Mayflower company, 
which crossed the sea in the vessel of 
that name. Mr. Cushman built many 
houses here during the first years of 
the city’s growth. He leaves a widow. 

Col. Nelson engaged in the business 
of ferrying passengers to San Pedro 
and in building vessels for this traffic 
when he came here eleven years ago. 
With E. E. Napier he formed the Nel- 
son Navigation Company, and built 
the steamer City of Long Beach. He 
suffered a breakdown nine years ago 
and tried fasting. He denied himself 
food for thirty-eight days, and so 
weakened himself that he was after- 
wards an invalid. In his wheel cahir 


he was a familiar figure in the busi- 
ness section.

The present hearing was called by 
Howard Robertson, Deputy City At- 
torney, to develop once and for all 
what rights to 5-cent fares accrue to 
Outlying territory by reason of an- 
nexation to the city of Los Angeles. 
The present case has to do particu- 
lariy with Bairdstown, The Palms, 
Edendale and Klondike Park, all of 
which have been an» exed tc the city 
of Los Angeles since the franchises 
to the existing railway lines were 


Wilbur Jordan, assistant engineer 
of the Board of Public Utilities, was 
on the stand all day, presenting tes- 
timony carefully prepared under the 
personal direction of Fulton Lane, 
president of that body. Mr. Jordan 
presented maps showing the 6-cent 
fare limits on all lines and the addi- 
tional fares charged to sections of 
the annexed territory. 

Since the Pacific Electric already 
has beaten in the courts the cases 
brought to force a 6-cent fare because 
of annexation, the city now is attack- 
ing the reasonableness of the pres- 
ent fares, and insisting that because 
of the wording of the public utility 
act, the duty devolves on the carrier 
of proving that present rates are rea- 
sonable. 
| The will continue today, but 
after the city’s side of the hearing is 
completed and maps and tabulation of 
existing fare zones are shown, to- 
gether with maps of annexed terri- 
rtory with the dates of franchises is- 
sued therein, it is probable that a re- 
cess will be taken to permit the com- 
pany to complete the preparation of 
exhibits made necessary by the line 
of argument brought out by Mr. Rob- 
ertson and Willis I. Morrison, who is 
appearing for the Bairdstown people. 

In commenting on the case. Mr. 
Morrison said last night: “We be- 
lieve, of course, that a cent fare 
cannot follow annexation to the ex- 
treme. It would be eminently unfair 
to demand service throughout the San 
Fernando Valley for 5 cents, and it 
may be that our application will ne- 
cessitate a complete rearrangement of 


the company’s fare system in South- 


ern California. However, all we are 
asking for is that the reasonableness 
of the rates in various sections of the 
city be determined, so that a zone 
system might be established, which 
would permit the carrying of passen- 
gers for certain distances for certain 
fares from the centers of population.” 

It is believed that such a zone sys- 
tem might threaten the existing 5- 
cent Hollywood rate.

DEATH THREATS. 
Talk of Vigilance Committes to 
Guard Miss Kinder. 


Third Note Received; Thought 
to Contain Poison. 


‘Dungan’s Preliminary Hearing 
to be Held Today. 


Handwriting and poison experts, 
chemists and the full force of the 
District Attorney's office were yester- 
day brought into action to solve the 
mystery Of a series of letters ad- 
dressed to Miss Evelyn Kinder, 21, 
residing with her grandparents at 
No. 1707 Third avenue. She is a 
student at the University of Southern 
California. Some at least of the let- 
ters are alleged to have been written 
by E. J. Dungan, a former U.S.C. 
student. 

Death threats, an intimation of a 
neighborhood vigilante committee to 
handle the situation and instructions 
from Dist.-Atty. Woolwine to exhaust 
every possible means to arrive at a 
solution of the puzzle were other fea- 
tures of the peculiar case. 

Three letters were addressed to 
Miss Kinder, and, because of her as- 
sertion that Dungan had been forc- 
ing his attentions on the girl, he 
came under suspicion. hen ar- 
rested a note book with the names 
and addresses of twenty-nine co-eds 
was said to have been found in his 
possession. 

The first two letters spoke of joy 
rides and Were in the form of an in- 
vitation. The note found yesterday 
was a death threat and read, “Death 
to Silvers.” The Silvers referred to 
is apparently Morgan Silvers, a 
friend of Miss Kinder. Inside of the 
envelope of the last letter a white 
substance, which may or may not be 
poison, will be analyzed and traced. 

Last night, owing to the serious 
nervous condition of Miss Kinder,. 
there was talk in the neighborhood 
of forming a vigilante committee to 
handle the situation. 

George C. Watson, an attorney and 
candidate for Assembly on the Re- 
publican ticket, who is assisting 
Deputy District Attorney Guernsey, 
has retained a handwriting expert to 
examine the chirography of the three 
notes. All of the writing ts in a dis- 
guised hand, but two words in two 
separate letters are identical and cor- 
respond with the writing or printing 
of a suspect. This will be brought 
out at the preliminary hearing of Mr. 
Dungan today. It is possible that 
another charge will be lodged in case 
the young man is not held by the 
justice courts. 

A pencil bearing the initials “E. D.“ 
and a report of a messenger boy that 
the man who gave him the first note 
to deliver merely signed his initials 
and printed the message are two fac- 
tors that will enter into the hearing. | 

„Mies Kinder repeatedly refused to 
meet or continue an acquaintance 
with the defendant, and the notes are 
in line with threats made against 
her,” Mr. Watson said. “If Mr. Dun- 
gan is innocent we want to know it, 
and if he is guilty we will make it 
certain that other students are not 
molested.”

Scandinavian Traveler Tells His 
Country is Neutral and War Talk

by Great Britain. |

the Arctic Circle in northern Sweden,

government. 

“In this process of moving to keep 
ahead of the inroads of civilization the 
‘Laps’ have become accustomed to de- 
scend into the valleys in Norway at 
Varying seasons of the year. In the 
course of their wanderings they live 
on the country through which they 
pass. This is regarded as most unde- 
sirable by the farmers, who involun- 
tarily contribute, and Norway has re- 
peatedly officially requested us to keep 
our wards within our own boundaries. 

“There are four tribes, who live in 
distinct groups, and operate independ- 
ently. To each tribe the Swedish gov- 
ernment has appointed four official 
representatives, who keep in touch 
with all the tribal activities, and keep 
the government pos Despite all 
they can do, however, there are occa- 
‘sional migrations into Norwegian ter- 
ritory. Recently a commission was 
appointed to study the problem and 
to reach some agreement, if possibile.” 

Mr. Landbohm says there have been 
but few violations of the Swedish edict 
against shipping war munitions to the 
belligerents. He says the country is 
absolutely neutral, and that discus- 
sions of subjects akin to the war are 
prohibited. He says Sweden is consid- 
erably stirred regarding the seizure of 
mails by Great Britain, and is anxious

EDDLER OF DRUGS 
PLEADS HIS GUILT. 


Charles Spielman, engaged in mes- 
senger service in this city, pleaded 
guilty in Judge Trippet’s court, yes- 
terday, to a series of violations of the 
Harrison anti-narcotic law, covering 
three counts of a Federal indictment. 
He was given a year and a day at the 
McNeil Island Penitentiary. 

What was found at Spielman's 
place of business and at his home, 
No. 614 East Thirtieth street, indi- 
cated how he had made 4 living out 
of the unfortunate devotees of drugs, 
and how he had made a profit of 
from $150 to $200 on a five-tael can 
that cost him about $50. 

Spielman had a regular route for 
the delivery of the drugs, and there 
were found 1300 heroin tablets, 500 
morphine tablets, thirteen packages 
of, yen-shee, and fifty-three small tin 
pill boxes filled with smoking opium 
pills, the. retail price of each box 
being $2.50. The packages of yen- 
shee sold for-$1 each. There was a 
handful of hypodermic, needles, a 
hypodermis syringe and other items. 

His case was the first prosecution 
in this district under the Harrison 
anti-narcotic law, and the first time 
the Federal officers have had their 
hands on a man who acknowledged 
that he peddled the dope from house 
to house. Judge Trippet said the 
case was one of the worst that had 
ever come to his notice. .

Statement of Defendant, Taken in 
Jail Immediately After His Arrest, 
is Introduced—Brother, Expected 
to be a Principal Witness, is not 
Yet Located. 


Patrolman White was the principal 
witness in the Duncan trial before 
Judge Craig yesterday. After com- 
pleting the narration of his visit with 
Police Sergeant Toolen to the home 
of Harry Duncan on the night of 
October 19, last, and the shootine of 
his superior officer, he was carefully 
questioned as to details by Deputy 
District Attorneys Doran and Helms.

IS CONSTITUTIONAL. | 


and Mortgage Company against 
Lycurgus Lindsay and others, involv- 
ing a transfer of stock, Judge Well- 
born yesterday upheld the constitu- 
tionality of the bluesky law. In this 
action 36,000 shares of stock of the 
company were transferred for 45,000 
shares of the State Investment Com- 
Pany, in August, 1915.
